MASURIER ORDINANCE PASSED

Effort to Repeat the Alley Clos¬
ing Proposition Defeated.
Contract Measure Again.

fTho strength of tho advocates and sup¬
porters of tho movement for an I nere a ? o

in the mornborshlp of the police depart¬
ment was shown on a test vote In Coun¬
cil last night.
Tho question ûroso when the ordinance

recommending an Incienso In tho num¬

ber of mon, coming from the Finance
Committee, was reported. Tho opponents
of tho Increase showed their hand, nnd
lost, although tho ordlnanco itself wan

not passed, becauso II. required a two-
thirds vote, carrying as it did an appro-
priutlon. Tho actuul vote, however, was

nineteen In ruvor of the ordinance und
- Bl.x against It. At tho next mooting of

Council tho ordinance will again como up.
and It will probably be adopted.

s Those who opposed the ordinance last
night did not do so, they huIc|, because
they were opposed to un Increase, but
they wished tho ordlnanco Increasing the
pay of tho policemen to be disposed of at
the same time.
The Council adopted the Masurlcr .ordi¬

nance, designed to debar city oflicers and
employes from u/itlvo political work, with
but two dissenting voices. The only
change was the time of 118 becoming u

law. Councilman Mosurlpr himself of-
fored the amendment, fixing September
lut as the time.
Tho Zimmermann ordinance, requiring

tho Council's approval ot all expenditures
of over (?,???, took u similar course,
Only a little wblff of discord arose

when the "alley ordinance" was reported
adversely from the Street Committee. A
rnovomont was started postponing final
action on tho ordinance, during tho ab¬
sence of Mr. Ellctt, the patron ButMhe
uctlon of tho Street Committee was con¬
curred In, and when Mr. "bllett-comen
back he will find his ordinance among
the lost.
But ho will bo glad to know that his

orefinance concerning tho purchase of
street car ticket« will receive moro at¬
tention upon his return to tho Council
chamber, for after that ordinance had
been defeated, Mr. Pollock graciously
moved a reconsideration, and his mutlon
prevailed.

May Close the Alley.
The Counsll met nbout 8:t5 o'clock, tm-

mediately after the adjournment of the
joint session,

The, question of closing the alloy, be¬
tween Broad and Grace and FouHhçg_nnd
First St/eels received a little more ulr-
ing, Tho ordinance permitting the closing
ot the alley having been pussed and ap¬
proved, tho opponents of tho measuro

May Increase "Force.
Tho ordlnanco making tho police forco

111. mon, Instead, of lot, us nt present
constituted, wan rend as coming favor¬
ably from the Commltloo on finance.
Mr. Mills wunted It recommitted until

the question of Increasing- tho pay of the
policemen liad been acted upon.
Mr. Pollock said tho two matters wero

entirely different, One Increased .the
force, the other the pay of tho present
force. '

Mr. Crenshaw wanted the mnttor die-
posed of at once, on tho ground that the
presont Council could do nothing, and It
would bo uaeloss to carry a lot ot papers
over.
Mr, Bottom argued that the citizens

wanted moro policemen, and that there
was no proposition before tho Council for
on increase of pay.
"Do you get bettor protection in an

increase in pay? Tho people, the pves.í
and the pollco hoard are advocating an
Increase in tho force. Those who know
Ilio territory to be covered by the police
know that moro men aro needed," said
Mr. Bottom.
Mr. Mills «aid! he wdïi not opposed to an

Increase In tho force,
Mr. Slenca Biiggeatod that tho pollco

board, the Ordlnanco Committee and the
Finance Committee asked for an Increase
in the force, and he was In favor now of
voting on that proposition.
Mr. liicks favored an Increase In the

pay and would then favor an increase In
men. He moved the proposition bo re¬
committed and be brought up again
when there was a full meeting of tho
Council. He withdrew his motion on sug¬
gestion of Mr. Mills.
A vote was the/i taken on tho proposi¬

tion to Increase the force by ten men.
Upon a4rol| call It was lost by a voto of
nineteen ayes to six noes, the chair rul¬
ing that a two-thirds' vote was necessary,
as che ordinance carried an appropriation.

Bald ho was not against ;ho Increase In
the force, "but as the Council was being
throttled at this time by the effort to
railroad a matter through," ho would
vote "no."
Tho result showed that a large majority

nf those present wore favorable to an In¬
crease In .the force, but under the ruling
the ordinance uoulcl u"t pass.
The ordlnanco was then recommitted,
Masurier Ordinance Passes.

The Masurier ordinance wan adopted
unanimously, with an amendment making
the law effective on and after September
lut, Tho ordinance now goes to the Uoui'd
for concurrence.
This ordinance prohibits any employa

ot the city government lo hohl positions
as judges of election, etc., or to bo'mem-
bore of political boards or committee«,
with a los« of position mid a Une in tho
Police Court a penalty.Messrs. J, M, K. Allen nnd J. R. Qrlmes
wer« the only members who voted against
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the ordinance. In casting his vote Mr.
Pollock said he did so feeling that a

portion ot the ordinance was Invalid.
"I don't think the· Council con pre-

scribe the qualifications of members of
the lire and police boards," ho said, "as
these bodies are made up on the samo

plan as tho City Council,
Contract Ordinane·;.

The Zimmermann "contract ordinance"
passed without a ripple. It Is designed to
promole business-like methods in munici¬
pal contracts, and provides that all con¬
tracts for public works and «"applies In¬
volving the- expenditure of Î5.Û00 or more
shall not be effective without the ap¬
proval of the Council. This takes the
matter of the expenditure of large sums
out of the. hand» of committees.
On the suspension of rules the sum of

A largq mnount of routine business was

transacted, and at XI o'clock Council ad¬
journed.

nt the candidates voted for, both before
tho nominating committee and In the
meeting of tho board of trustees.
"The fact Is, Ills name was seriously

considered by both parties, and ho rr
celved strong support nt tho meeting of
tho nominating committee nnd at tb«i
board meeting Tho former committee
met In tho morning, and the namoa of
Professor Smith, of North Carolina; Dr.
Kent and Dr.' Whltsltt, of Virginia, and
Professor C. A. Folk, of Tennessee, wem

prosented and all received votes. Tho
committee was unable to reach n con¬

clusion, and the names of these four can¬
didates were presented to tUs board of
trustees,
"Before the balloting began it was do-

oldod that the candidale receiving tho
lowest vote on the fourth ballot should
be eliminated from the contest, and like¬
wise the candidate having the lowest
vote on each succeeding ballot should
ho dropped. There wore twonty-tliruo
trustees present, fifteen of them being
from East Tennessee. On the first ballot
the vote resulted: Smith, S; Kent, 6;
Whltsltt, 6; Folk, 6. There wero few
changes on the second nnd third ballots,
and after the third ij^llot the uamu of
Dr. Whltsltt was withdrawn by one ot
hie friends, as It was his oxpross wish
that there be no contest If he wore elected.
On tho next ballot Professor Smith re¬
ceived a majority of the votos cast und
was declared elected,
